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Calls for public to help find 
solution to parking problem 


RESIDENTS of Dorchester’s Victoria Park have been 
invited by the county council to discuss solutions to 
increased parking problems in the area. 

The difficulties have been made worse for some roads 
after the introduction of yellow lines in others. 

Hospital, council and other town centre workers are 
leaving their cars all day outside homes to avoid the 
park and ride or town centre parking fees. 

The increase has led to traffic congestion, problems 
getting out of drives and an increase in damage to 
cars. 

Ward councillor, David Barrett, an Independent, 
says the problems caused by parking have been get-

ting worse in the Victoria Park area for years and has 
now reached the point where action is needed. 

“There will be all sorts of different views - from res¬ 
idents, from bus users, the schools, parents and those 
who park in the area and walk into town, but there is 
no doubt that people will have to work together to get 
something agreed. 

“I would urge everyone to have their say and see if 
we can find some new ideas.” 

Mr Barrett suggested a possible solution himself 


some years ago, involving a special route for school 
buses with their own terminal using part of the school 
playing fields - but concedes that the option, in 
today’s economic climate, would be too expensive to 
achieve. 

Much of the problems are worse in the morning and 
early evening because two of the town’s biggest 
schools, Thomas Hardye and the Dorchester Middle 
School, are in the affected area. Buses and cars have 
to find their way in and out of the area using narrow 
estate roads at a time when the roads are at their 
busiest, made worse by people parking for the day. 

Residents are being invited to a meeting with county 
council officials at the Thomas Hardye School next 
Wednesday, March 5th, to discuss the difficulties. 

One solution may be yet more parking restrictions 
for the area - although it is widely acknowledged that 
this tends to push the parking problem further away 
from the town centre onto other residential roads. 

Since the start of short-stay and residents-only park¬ 
ing in Alexandra Road, Coburg Road and Edward 
Road all-day parking has spread to Queens Road, 
Clarence Road, Treves Road and Maud Roads - to the 
annoyance of those who live there. 

Among the suggested solutions are new double yel¬ 
low lines around the Clarence Road and Treves Road 
junction and the possibility of either four or two-hour 
waiting in sections of Queens Road. 

Also being investigated is further restrictions at the 
eastern end of Maiden Castle Road where residents 
are also beginning to suffer from all-day parking. 

There are also similar problems in and around Mon¬ 
mouth Road and on streets off Bridport Road. 

Head of Dorset Highways Operations at the County 
Council Andrew Martin admits that finding a solution 
to the problems will not be easy: “While it is difficult 
to know what more can be done, we do recognise that 
there is still widespread concern from local people and 
we are anxious to hear that you may have to say and 
suggestions to what further might be done.” 

Council officers will be available at the school, using 
the Queen’s Avenue entrance, between 5pm and 7pm 
next Wednesday, March 5th.

CRAIG Womble, originally from Derbyshire, came to 
Dorset via the Navy where he served in a variety of 
roles over his service, including an aircraft handler 
and firefighter. 

His first draft'down south'in 1982 wastoYeovilton, 
and his last sea draft was on the aircraft carrier, HMS 
Invincible. 

He joined up, he says, because it looked like an 'in¬ 
teresting job'. It was in much the same frame of mind 
that he came to the Volunteer Centre, Dorset, initially 
to run the organisation's volunteer garden help 
scheme on a part-time basis. 

After just a few months part-time Craig became full 
time and is now deputy manager at the organisa¬ 
tion's base in Dorchester, where he has now worked 
for over a decade. 


• WHAT attracted you to the job in the first place? 

People, I like being around people, and like the Navy some 
of the skills are transferrable - organising my time and 
other people's time to best advantage with a team. But of 
course it's a little bit different and not so much results-dri- 
ven, and everyone we work with is a volunteer, apart from 
a handful of paid staff in the office. 

• DOES it make any difference that people are volun¬ 
teers and don't have to do what they are asked to? 

Not really. All the volunteers I have ever worked with are 
here because they want to be here and have a sense of pur¬ 
pose. They're not here for the money and they want to get 
something else out of if. There are more and more people 
wanting to volunteer and most of them are looking to do 
something meaningful where their contribution can make 
a difference. 

• HAS the type of volunteer changed over the years? 

To some extent - we are now getting more people from 
professional backgrounds, largely because of redundancy 
or taking early retirement, although the number of older 
volunteers has dropped off a bit lately. However, this has 
been made up for by an influx of younger people, often 
looking to get work experience. 

• AND what sort of work do people give their time to? 

It can be anything - there is always a need for volunteer 
drivers, we can never get enough. Some offer general office 
support for organisations, some are keen to mentor older 
or younger people, many work with people with disabili¬ 
ties, some are active in marketing organisations and we still 
have a lot of hands-on roles such as the garden scheme, 
where volunteers help others who are not able to look after 
their garden any longer and can't afford paid help. 

• AND I guess rules and regulations have tightened up 
over the years? 

Yes, and quite rightly. Those working with vulnerable peo¬ 
ple need to have their backgrounds checked and we, our¬ 
selves, offer training in areas such as health and safety, first 
aid, mentoring and supporting people as well as customer 
service skills. For some of our volunteers, younger people 
in particular, these skills and the experience they have with 
us are useful in finding a job or setting out on a career. Peo¬ 



ple do tend to move on and we want them to move on. 

• SO how many volunteers and opportunities do you 
have across Dorset? 

We used to have hundreds of volunteers and opportunities, 
now it's literally thousands. We have about 12,000 volun¬ 
teers on our books but people do move in and out of vol¬ 
unteering so the figure is quite fluid. We also have about 
2,000 vacancies at any one time, but that's never enough. 
Our biggest challenge is ensuring there is enough choice 
of opportunities for volunteers, spread across the county. 

• SO you're a bit like a dating agency? 

In a way... and of course the better we know the volunteer 
and the organisations we work with the better the match. 
We do expect the organisations we work with to have 
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proper volunteer policies and to treat volunteers as they 
would their staff, that they offer training and induction and 
can offer expenses and have policies such as inclusivity and 
non-discrimination. 

• DO you have your own favourite projects? 

I do like projects where we can see an end result. Person¬ 
ally, I still quite like to get hands-on and if I get a chance 
I'm quite likely to get out of the office and go and help. The 
volunteers seem to like it as well if you are working along¬ 
side them and it gives them a chance to talk about any¬ 
thing which they may be concerned about. 

• IF there was anything which would make your life 
easier at work, what would it be? 

I would like to see more funding support. It's very much 
hand to mouth here and without help from local councils 
and other organisations our life would be much more dif¬ 
ficult. But of course, times are harder for them now as well, 
which is worrying, although the trend to use volunteers in 
organisations is growing and there is more and more peo¬ 
ple who want to volunteer. 

• AND outside of work, do you have hobbies? 

I dabble in antiques, it's been an interest for a number of 
years. I will often go to the events they hold at Shepton 
Mallett. I'm also keen on fishing - coarse, sea and game 
and for eight years I was a football coach at the time my 
lad was playing from about the ages of eight to 16.1 do go 
and see films, usually with my wife or daughter, although I 
wouldn't describe myself as a film fan and I like produc¬ 
tions which have a powerful message - "Mandela's Long 
Walk to Freedom" was just superb. 

• WHAT sort of people would you like to have to din¬ 
ner? 

I like sporty people, especially those with a bit of character; 
Ian Botham I could sit and chat to for hours. I like people 
who have got strong opinions, someone who says it as it 
is, and who doesn't take offence if you are critical of their 
views. 

• AND what would you eat? 

Italian or Indian. My dad was born in India so we always 
had a lot of traditional curries, I like fish curries and meat. 
I'd hope my wife would cook, she's a great cook, I usually 
do the easier stuff, curries or a stew. 

• AND when the day comes for you to take retirement 
- do you think you will find some time to volunteer? 
Yes, I would probably come back as a volunteer if it was a 
practical role, assuming I could still do a practical role in a 
few years'time! I like working with people and supporting 
people, and working with a team, so I can't see me sitting 
around and doing nothing.

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Fortnightly rubbish collection met with complaints

LINING up outside your 
house - the collection of 
bins now needed to take 
away household rubbish in 
the Dorchester area from 
next week. 

The containers are to be 
used from March 3rd by 
residents in Dorchester, 
Broadmayne, the Ceme and 
Piddle Valleys, Charmin- 
ster, Crossways, Osming- 
ton, Owermoigne, 


Puddletown and Tolpuddle. 

Most households will 
have received a seven-litre 
kitchen caddy and 23-litre 
lockable bin for food waste, 
a 140-litre wheelie bin for 
rubbish and a 240-litre 
wheelie bin for recycling. 
All households will keep 
their green box to use for 
recycling glass. 

Residents who paid for an 
optional garden waste bin 


will also now have this bin 
to add to their collection. 

The Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership is warning that if 
the new bins are put out be¬ 
fore March 3rd they will 
not be emptied. This may 
mean some households 
having two collections in 
one week in the coming 


days on the old and the new 
system. 

Once the new system is 
running food waste will be 
collected every week with 
mbbish and recycling on al¬ 
ternate weeks. This will 
mean general rubbish col¬ 
lections only taking place 
every fortnight.

This too has resulted in 
complaints with some fam¬ 
ilies claiming they will not 
be able to cope with fort¬ 
nightly rubbish collections 
with a bin smaller than the 
one allocated for recycling. 

Director of Dorset Waste 
Partnership, Steve Burdis, 
said: “The bin for mbbish is 
smaller than the recycling 
bin because the new service 
allows residents to recycle 
more than before, including 
food waste, bulky card¬ 
board and mixed plastics.” 

Many residents have 
complained about prob¬ 
lems in storing the bins es¬ 
pecially those in living in 
terraced properties which 
go directly onto streets with 
no rear access, apart from 
throughout the house. 
Some of these will have 
been issued with extra 
boxes and a year’s supply 
of blue bags instead of the 
wheelie bins. 

But despite the com¬ 
plaints areas in the county 
which have been running 
the system for some time - 
Christchurch, East and 
North Dorset - there has 
been spectacular improve¬ 
ments in recycling rates. 


Recycling rates have 
risen to more than 62 per 
cent in Christchurch, East 
Dorset and North Dorset 
since the new service was 
introduced there in October 
2012 and June 2013 

Using the new service, 
residents can recycle: paper 
and cardboard; plastic bot¬ 
tles, pots, tubs and trays; 
tins, cans and aerosols; 
glass bottles and jars; and 
household batteries. 

The “recycle for Dorset” 
service will be introduced 
in Weymouth and Portland 
and other part of West 
Dorset including Sherborne 
and Maiden Newton in Oc¬ 
tober 2014. The county¬ 
wide roll-out is due to be 
completed in the summer of 
2015 with the inclusion of 
Beaminster, Bridport and 
Lyme Regis. 

By 2015, the DWP aims 
to increase Dorset’s recy¬ 
cling rate to more than 65 
per cent and drive down 
costs by £2m illion a year.

■ THE costs of the fortnightly optional garden 
waste collection will rise from £35 to £40 in March. 

More than 26,000 households in the county use 
the service. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, Chair of the DWP Joint 
Committee, said: "The garden waste service has 
proved incredibly popular, with around a fifth of 
homes where it is available signing up. 

"The introductory price of £35 was very good 
value for a service provided all-year-round com¬ 
pared to other councils who charge a similar 
amount for a seasonal service. 

"Councils do not have to collect garden waste 
and we only charge to cover the cost of providing 
the service, which is optional. 

"At around £1.60 per collection, the service still 
offers great value for money and can help save on 
fuel by cutting down trips to the recycling centre."

LOCAL crime fiction author, Minette Walters, 
has officially opened the new Dorchester Li¬ 
brary and Learning Centre. 

She unveiled a commemorative plaque with 
the Chairman of Dorset County Council, John 
Wilson. 

Ms Walters praised the new facility and said 
it gave local people and visitors a place for in¬ 
spiration and somewhere to come together to 
share a love of books as well as a learning re¬ 
source for people of all ages. 

Lord-Lieutenant of Dorset Angus Campbell; 
the Chairman of West Dorset District Council, 
Councillor Gillian Summers; Mayor of Dorch¬ 
ester, Councillor Stella Jones; and Peter 
Finney, the county council’s cabinet member 
for community services, were among those 
present at the opening. 

Mr Wilson told the audience that since the fa¬ 
cility in South Walks opened in July last year, 
more than 2,000 new library members had 
signed up, and it had become one of the busiest 
libraries in Dorset. 

With a 50 per cent increase in space com¬ 
pared to the old Colliton Park site, it now meets 
the national guidelines on public library floor- 
space based on population. 

He said: “I was delighted when Minette ac¬ 
cepted our invitation to officially open the li¬ 
brary. Not only is she one of the best known 
authors in the country, but she is a great fan of 
public libraries - she understands and appreci¬ 
ates how libraries enrich the lives of individu¬ 
als, strengthen local communities and she lives 
in Dorset. 

“I am proud we have been able to provide 
such a wonderful resource for the community 
in the heart of the town centre. 

“The new library and learning centre is a

Dorchester Library and Learning centre is 
the first new library in the county for more than 
a decade. The centre is spread across three 
floors, and boasts improved children’s and 
young people areas, a 20 per cent increase in 
the books and other stock available, public ac¬ 
cess computers and free wi-fi as well as areas 
for reading, studying or to leam something new 
or develop existing skills and knowledge. 

Three multi-functional classrooms, an IT 
suite and a family learning room are dedicated 
to adult learning and, when not in use, the 
classrooms are available for use as meeting 
rooms by local community organisations. 

The building also has toilets, baby changing 
facilities and access to all floors by lifts and 
stairs. 

Councillor Finney, added: “The public reac¬ 


tion to the new library and learning centre has 
been overwhelmingly enthusiastic. 

“Each month more than 12,000 local people 
and visitors pass through the doors to take ad¬ 
vantage of the modern, spacious facilities right 
in the heart of the county town. 

“The investment has delivered a fantastic, 
spacious, welcoming and user-friendly library 
and is a real community hub, somewhere locals 
and visitors alike can make use of, whether it's 
for books, to find out information, study space, 
the free use of computers or to hold community 
meetings and events.” 

The county council has terminated its lease 
on the previous adult learning centre in Prince 
of Wales Road, and the old library at Colliton 
Park will be converted into office space, help¬ 
ing the council to reduce its overall number of 
buildings.

Applicants will be notified by the 
end of June whether they have been 
awarded a grant. 

Successful applicants will be in¬ 
vited to a celebration event in Sep¬ 
tember to share news about their 
projects.

outdoor equipment and £1,800 to the 
Cowden Care Farm project.

School remembers Holocaust and genocide victims 


THOMAS Hardye School 
has been holding a num¬ 
ber of events this week as 
part of the school’s Holo¬ 
caust Memorial Week. 

The school is a Beacon 
School in Holocaust Edu¬ 
cation and has arranged 
cross curricular learning 
about the Holocaust, and 
other genocides. 

On Monday, February 


24th, pupils took part in 
an A level geopolitics day 
looking at the Rwandan 
genocide - which led to 
800,000 deaths in 100 
days. Students heard 
from the Senior Director 
of Research for Amnesty 
International, Nicola 
Duckworth; the former 
Commander of the United 
Nations Assistance Mis¬ 


sion to Rwanda (UN- 
AMIR) during the geno¬ 
cide, Canadian Senator Lt 
Gen Romeo Dallaire; in¬ 
ternational human rights 
campaigner and Adventist 
aid worker, Carl Wilkens, 
who refused a US Presi¬ 
dential order to be evacu¬ 
ated from Rwanda during 
the genocide, and was in¬ 
strumental in the saving of 
200 orphans at the 
Gisimba Orphanage in 
Kigali. 


The students also heard 
from two Rwandan geno¬ 
cide survivors, one of 
which was in the Gisimba 
Orphanage at the time of 
the genocide. 

Today, (Wednesday, 
February 26th) a 100 year 
nine students will spend 
the day looking at the 
Kindertransport of 1938 
onwards. The Kinder- 
transport saved 10, 000 
Jewish children during the 
Holocaust from Germany, 


Austria and other parts of 
occupied Europe by evac¬ 
uating them to the UK. 

As well as taking part in 
workshops the pupils will 
meet a local resident who 
was part of the Kinder- 
transport and hear his 
story. 

On Thursday, February 
27th drama students will 
be involved in drama 
workshops looking at 
case studies from the 
Holocaust concerning 


moral choices made dur¬ 
ing the time. 

This will be followed by 
a public performance of: 
“Confessions of a Butter¬ 
fly”, a one man perform¬ 
ance about the story of 
Dr. Janusz Korczak’s life 
and work at his orphan¬ 
age in the Warsaw 
Ghetto.

Anita completed her 
Tubetastic challenge in 25 and a half 
hours. 

She said: “I would like to thank 
everyone who has donated money to 
my underground challenge. My 
friends and family have been very 
supportive and encouraging in their 
efforts, and I’m very grateful to our 
advertisers who participated in the 
special feature at the end of January. 

“I’m also very touched by the 
number of readers who have do¬ 
nated money to help me reach my 
target. The letters and phone calls 
that I have received have been won¬ 
derful, particularly if they had a spe¬ 
cial reason for choosing a station.” 

Anita wasn’t sure if she’d make 
her target of £1,350, thinking that 
£1,000 would be a “reasonable 
amount” to raise. But she actually 
raised £365 more than the amount 
she had set herself.

Weather damage and a trespasser 
on the line meant that Anita’s Satur¬ 
day schedule had to be changed and 
had the knock-on effect of long 



waits in places such as Chesham and 
Amersham, and having to backtrack 
to stations missed out earlier on. 


She started out at 8am that morn¬ 
ing and carried on until just after 
10.30pm. 

Sunday’s route ran more smoothly 
apart from one mishap. 

Anita explained: “We just missed 
a bus at Harrow & Wealdstone and 
had to wait 25 minutes for the next 
one. Having started at 8am we man¬ 
aged to finish at Elephant & Castle 
just after 5pm, feeling very satisfied 
at ticking off all the stations on the 
list.” 

Summing up, she said: “This has 
been an amazing experience for me 
and I feel very proud of the fact that 
a mad idea before Christmas has 
achieved so much. 

“My target of nine Water Survival 
Boxes has been surpassed and I 
have now raised enough for 11 
boxes. Thank you everyone for sup¬ 
porting me.”

Floody hell! Now Michael Fish warns Dorset 
weather to get worse & can't be stopped 


BRITAIN'S favourite forecaster, 
weatherman Michael Fish, will give 
a dire warning to Dorset next month 
- years of even worse weather are 
on the way and it's too late to stop 
it. 

Mr Fish, who became a national 
icon through his forecasts on the 
BBC, is to spearhead a grim reality 
check on future weather for Dorset's 
Climate Week [March 1st-6th]. 

Pulling no punches, Mr Fish is to 
deliver a lecture at the Dorchester 
Corn Exchange on Monday March 
3rd entitled 'Climate Change - The 
Ultimate Weapon Of Mass Destruc¬ 
tion'. 

The weather expert who spent 42 
years with the Meteorological Office 
says the storm-battered nation faces 
a future of more floody hell. 

'There could be much more se¬ 
vere weather and floods in the UK. 
It is too late to do more than slow it,' 
Mr Fish warned bluntly this week. 

He added:'The weird weather has 
already been responsible for possi¬ 
bly millions of deaths and many 
more will occur, through floods, 
droughts, disease and famine." 

Although authorities are only re¬ 
cently waking up to the problems of 


climate change, Mr Fish said the 
weather has been known to be 
worsening for more than 40 years. 

'The basics were identified in the 
1880s, the severity in the 1970s,' he 
said. 

And he gave no hope of things 
getting better for the storm-bashed 
West Country, forecasting a bleak 
future of sodden winters and 
scorched summers. 

'The South West can expect more 
floods and droughts,' said Mr Fish, 
'The only advantage will be a longer 
growing season.' 

Supporting Mr Fish's forecast that 
the effects of climate change may 
be slowed, Dorset's Communities 
Living Sustainably in Dorset group, 
funded by the Big Lottery Fund, has 
organised a week of events aimed at 
inspiring a new wave of local initia¬ 
tives against the weather threat. 

On Saturday March 1st the pro¬ 
gramme will kick off at Litton and 
Thorner's Community Hall, Litton 
Cheney, with a planning conference 
on strengthening local food links in 
West Dorset. Speakers including 
Tom Andrews of the new national 
Sustainable Food Cities Programme 
and Traci Lewis from Foods Ply¬ 


mouth will share their experiences 
and advice for putting food at the 
heart of the local policy agenda. 

On March 3rd in Dorchester, Mr 
Fish will be joined by writer and 
poet Matt Harvey, who will present 
his view on sustainable energy. 

On March 5th Bridport pupils will 
meet with the CLS to discuss ideas 
for preparing for extreme weather 
and tackling climate change. On 
the same day in schools in and 
around Dorchester the CLS will cel¬ 
ebrate their work on litter meet 
with pupils and launch a two-year 
initiative to lessen environmental 
impact and encourage environ¬ 
mental leadership in students. 


On Thursday March 6th the Brid¬ 
port Arts Centre will host a Focus 
On Energy film day, which will in¬ 
clude movies on the evidence of 
climate change, energy efficiency 
in the home and a documentary 
with contributions from more than 
50 politicians, scientists and envi¬ 
ronmental campaigners on the 
state of the planet and how to save 
it.

INTERNATIONAL Women's Day is 
coming and Bridfem, Bridport's 
feminist group has so many activi¬ 
ties planned they need to start a 
week early. 

The Autonomy film group are 
showing the powerful and uplift¬ 
ing film "Whale Rider" (12A) on 
Saturday, March 1 st in the W.l. Hall 
in North Street, Bridport. Chosen 
to open the Bridfem celebrations 
because this is a magnificently em¬ 
powering movie that serves as an 
inspirational tool for females; the 
film tells how the tradition of male 
succession is challenged by Paikea, 
a strong, self-assertive, intelligent, 
and ambitious girl. The role of 
leader of a Maori village has always 
passed to the first-born grandson 
- direct descendant of the Whale 
Rider. But this time the heir is a 
girl. Although he loves her, her 
grandfather believes the role is re¬ 
served for males. He cannot ac¬ 
cept her as future leader. The 
community is torn between tradi¬ 
tional and modern life in a conflict 
that is resolved only through the 
wisdom of the whales. 

The film is based on the 


Whangara people from 
the East Coast of New 
Zealand, who believed 
that their existence was 
purely reliant on a brave 
prophet, also named 
Paikea, who rode on the 
back of a whale to es¬ 
cape death when his 
canoe was overturned 
at sea. This contempo¬ 
rary story of love, rejec¬ 
tion and triumph has 
beautiful and moving scenes 
showing the courage of the Maori 
in their relationship with the sea 
and the leviathans of the deep. 
Whale Rider premiered at the 2002 
Toronto International Film Festival 
and won the World Cinema Audi¬ 
ence Award.

THE scoreline suggests a heavy de¬ 
feat for Bridport in their first Tool- 
station Western League Premier 
Division game for several weeks, 
but the margin was not as great as 
the result implies.

MANAGER Andy Hitchcock was 
fuming after Saturday's defeat by 
second placed Milborne Sports, not 
with his players, but with the num¬ 
ber of absentees, many of whom 
lined the St Mary's Playing Field 
pitch drinking and smoking, partic¬ 
ularly as he was nursing a dislo¬ 
cated elbow and broken arm as a 
result of an injury he sustained 
playing in the match.

"There were at least another 12 
players signed for Bridport Football 
Club that were unavailable last Sat¬ 
urday; one had to work because of 
his shift pattern and another was 
away in London working and I think 
there were two injured. 

"Others claimed they had to go 
shopping with their wife or were 
watching the rugby on television. If 
they are not interested then why 
sign in the first place?" 

With the reserves short on num¬ 
ber, Hitchcock sent two of his play¬ 
ers to sit on their bench which 
meant that the 41-year-old had to 
play in defence and 50-year-old 
coach Shaun Annetts in goal. 

"I wouldn't have been playing 
and got injured if we had enough 
players, and like Shaun, who I 
would like to thank for turning out 
as well, felt obliged to help the 
team. I will now be off work and 
football for at least six weeks as a 
result. 

"These young lads need to think 
on about their attitudes." 

On the pitch Hitchcock gave a 
debut to Matthew Drake, son of for¬ 
mer Dorchester midfielder Richard, 
who showed some neat touches in 
midfield, whilst Bridport's goal was 
scored by Luke Hayter whose at¬ 
tempted cross found the corner of 
the net.
